technical tips 


For quite a few years, chrome plating of plastic car 
parts was simply not available. I remember searching 
all over the place for aluminum paint that at least 
was the right color, but it really never had the shine 
of the original chrome plating. 


Fortunately, that's not the case anymore. There are 
several plastic chrome platers in the country, many 
of which advertise in the old car hobby press. 


A word of caution, however, back in 1981, I purchased 
some air conditioner registers for my '65 Ranchero. 
within six months the shiny chrome finish had worn 
off. So until recently, I still had reservations 
about the process. 


Falcon Club member Bob Heil, co-owner of Plastic Chrome 
Plating of Ypsilanti MI, sent me quite an extensive 

package describing their chrome plating process. According 
to Bob, their process is quite different. In any case 

I decided to give PCP a try, and provide the FN with 

a bit of writing at the same time. 


The '63 Falcon has a chrome piece directly in the middle 
of the "instrument Cluster". I have tried every way 
to make it shiny, so Bob's new process was good news. 


I put the project off for some time on the assumption 
that the entire speedometer housing had to be removed. 
Wrong! Here's how you do it. 


1.) at the right appear 
the four major components. 
Look carefully at the top 
item. There are three 
screws at the top and 

two at the bottom. Re- 
moval of these five screws 
will allow you to remove 
everything you see in the 
picture as a unit. 





2.) When you do remove this group of parts they might 

choose not to co-operate. For example, the outside 

aluminum bezel might seperate from the rest and leave 

the bottom three items in the previous picture behind. 

If that occurs, just use your imagination and perhaps 

your spouse's or child's small fingers to urge the 4 
rest out of its nest. Be careful because there are 

little cardboard tunnels glued to what is left behind. 

The little tunnels prevent your "OIL" and "GEN" lights 

from illuminating the wrong areas. i> 


3.) The aluminum bezel can be taken aside and cleaned 
with a brillo pad if you wish. What you work with now 
is the stamped steel backing, the plexi glass lense 

to which is permanently attached the part you want 
chromed. Seperate the steel backing from the plexi 
glass lense, and set it aside. (you might want to 
refinish it in semi gloss black. I think its best 

to let it alone, unless its finish is damaged.) 


4.) Now we'll question the permanence of the above 
referenced connection of the lense to our piece to 

be chromed, which for want of a better term, let's 

call the chunk. Examine the back of the lense. Notice 
how there are about 11 small plastic "rivits" sticking 
through the lense. Your task is to drill each rivit 

so that the headed over area is taken away, but so that 
a goodly portion of the rivit is left behind.

As you can see from the picture, I used a drill much 
larger than the rivit. I suggest at least a 5/16 

dril for the job. Incidentally, I used a drill press. 
If you are limited to a hand held drill, than you should 
start with a very small drill just enough to help you 
center the larger drill.

As stated, the object is to drill away the headed 
over part of the rivit. Note that the heading over 
process was accomplished with heat. 


5.) When all of the headed over area is removed 
turn the whole works over such that you can read the 
numbers on the lense. Make a crude sketch 

(don't kid your self--you know it'll be crude) 

which accurately shows the position of the "OIL" 

and "GEN" indicators. 


6.) Carefully seperate the chunk from the lense. 
Note that the two little "OIL" and "GEN" items are 
liberated for the first time in about 21 years. 
Understandably, they are anxious to roam all over 
your work area. Keep up with them. 





Now you have the piece (chunk) that needs the chroming. 
Send it off to your favorite plastic chromer--preferably 
one that supports the Falcon News. 


When you get it back, assembly is obviously the reverse 
of this process. There are two areas worthy of note: 
There are sevenpossible ways to arrange the little 
"OIL" and "GEN" items. Only one is correct. (wait 

a minute--actually there are fourteen!) But again, 
only one is right. Hopefully, your crude sketch will 
be of some aid. The two little items must be laid 
properly in the chunk, and the lense must be placed 
onto the chunk. It is important to ensure that the 
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chunk is completely down flat against the lense. When 
it is so, turn it over so that the side you drilled 
is facing up. A little dab of high quality glue should 
be carefully placed in the crater left by the drill 
such that there can be a bond between the rivit remains 


and the lense. Super glue will work, but I was } 


delighted with the result I obtained with PVC plumbing 
glue. (you can get it in any discount store near the 
plumbing supplies.) 


When I had the lense off and seperate, I cleaned the 
side of the lense that faces the driver. I don't think 
that you should disturb the side with the engraved 
numbers. I used a high quality plastic cleaner. 


As for the quality of the chrome job accomplished by 
Bob Heil, at this point it is perfect. With respect 
to predictions of its durability, Bob is not a modest 
man. Thus far, I am perfectly satisfied with he job. 
The shiny piece in the most visible part of the car 
certainly lends a "like new" appearance to the rest. 
Since I didn't want to motor around for a week or 

two with out the speedo lense on the car, I actually 
aquired one from a junker. Hey, but the principle's 
still the same. Good luck!
